Holsinger Correspond piwe. 
On Wednesday evening Sept. 
8th, I preached at Sunny Bide 
school house, and that ended my 
labors in this part of Virginia. 
Visited at brethren Thomas Rip- 
peto's and Wm. F. Kippeto's, in 
thesame neighborhood. Atthis 
last meeting I met brethren 
Samuel Wine, A. I). Fults and 
David 8. Fultz, who had come 
quite a distance to attend this 
meeting. 

On Thursday noon we stopped 
at brother John I led nek's, near 
Peach Grove, on our way to 
brother Bowman's. Remained 
at brother Bowman's until time 
to go te church at Dayton. Had 
a fair audience that evening, in 
the U. B. church. Accompanied 
brother Geo. B. Holsinger to bis 
home near Bridgewater. He is 
a son of cousin Jos. S. Holeiuger, 
of Bedford county, Penna, His 
father and my father were broth- 
ers. Ou Friday, 10th, I acoom 
pauied cousin Geo. B. and his 
wife to the Virginia Normal, at 
Bridgewater, where they are both 
teachers. Was courteously re- 
ceived by all, except by one 
Daniel Haze, who is reporary 
principal, ou the policy plan, as 
Robert Miller was president ot 
Ashland, lie embraced the op- 
portunity to snub me, at chapel 
service and the dinner table ; but 
then his religion required it of 
him. I also made the acquaint 
ance ol Professors J. B. Wrights 
man and £. A. Miller. Brother 
Wrightsman is associate princi- 
pal, and professor of English 
and natural sciences, and brother 
Miller fills the chair of ancient 
languages and mathematics. 
We wish the institution success, 
as we believe it is doing a good 
work. I also met brother John 
Flory, President of the school, 
who is kind and courteous. He 
was formerly associated with 
Tburman, but was disappointed 
in the coming of Christ. Mrs. 
Geo. B. Holsinger teaches the 
English braches, and Ges>. B, 
himself, elocution and vocsl and 
instrumental mus<e. Prof. Hoi- 
singer has also composed several 
pieces of music which have been 
published in books and sons* in 
sheet form, besides a number 'of 
popular airs for bands. Persons 
wishing farther particulars will 
address him at Bridgewater, Va.

brought me to Dayton, when we 
became t'he guests of Prof.

firm. I also made the acquaint- 
ance of Prof. Wm. B. Blake, a 
musical typo. He is a grand son 
of Rev, Burdine Blake, deo'd., 
formerly of Marti osbnrg, Blair 
county, Pa. 

In the evening Prof. Kiefier 
brought me to brother Jos. 
Bowman's, to rest for the night. 
This was tbe first good social 
time I had with the family ot 
brother Bowman, The evening 
and next forenoon was pleasantly 
spent. Also had the pleasure of 
making the acquaintance of 
brother J. H. Hall, brother B's 
aon-in law, a teacher of vocal 
music, and publisher of a sixteen 
page pamphlet entitled Hall's 
Songs of Home.

I took tbe night train at Mau- 
rertown, Saturday night, and at 
4:00 p.m. was at Meyersdale, 
where I was met by Daniel 
Meyers, with brother W. A. Sei- 
bert's conveyance and brought 
to Berlin the same evening, and 
here I am still. Had a glorious 
time during the late Sunday 
school convention. There was a 
good turnout of the workers of 
the District, and the convention 
was a social and intellectual 
feast. One of the important 
business transactions of the con- 
vention was the passage ot a 
resolution and appointment of a 
oommittee looking toward the 
publication of Sunday school 
literature lor Brethren schools. 
Where shall I go next and 
what shall I do now, are the 
questions with which I am wrest- 
ling now. I have worn out all 
my welcome, and I get no more 
invitations, and I still need $13

debt honorably to all parties.
